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SELECTMEN'S    WRITTEN    REPORT 

1  The  Selectmen  held  twenty-one  regular  and  special 
meetings.  Owing  to  the  purchasing  of  Tractor  and  the 
Boston  &  Maine  railroad  hearings  held  at  Concord  and 
Salem,  together  with  the  Assessors'  meeting  at  Manches- 
ter necessitated  considerable  time  and  expense  in  travel- 
ling and  attending  these  meetings.  The  Chairman  of 
the  Board  paid  out  $86.00  for  travel,  hotel  and  meals  for 
the  Selectmen  and  Tax  Collector. 

A  result  of  the  several  meetings  was  the  refusal  of 
the  Public  Service  Commission  to  allow  the  Boston  & 
Maine  road  to  run  busses  over  the  Lafayette  highway. 
The  Boston  &  Maine  retaliated  by  curtailing  all  stops  of 
trains  at  Hampton  Falls  sation.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  upon  hearing  of  the  situation,  immediately  went 
to  Concord  and  found  the  Commission  and  the  Boston  & 
Maine  officials  in  a  hearing.  Through  the  courtesy  of 
Ex-Governor  Brown,  a  member  of  the  Commission,  an 
immediate  hearing  was  arranged.  The  Chairman  of  the 
Selectmen  was  allowed  to  present  the  situation  as  it 
.existed  in  relation  to  Hampton  Falls.  Before  the  hear- 
ing was  ended  an  agreement  was  made  with  the  railroad 
pfficials  whereby  one  train  going  each  way  should  stop 
daily  at  the  station,  preferably  6 :45  A.  M.  and  5  o'clock 
P.  M.,  as  these  were  the  trains  that  seemed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  citizens  who  work  out  of  town. 

The  Selectmen  and  Tractor  Committee  had  several 
meetings  and  by  unanimous  vote  decided  to  recommend 
to  the  voters  at  the  special  town  meeting  the  purchase  of 
a  Best  five-ton  tractor  and  Sargent  snow  plow,  at  a  total 
cost  of  $5,000.00. 

On  October  4th  the  Selectmen  and  Tractor  Commit- 
tee appointed  Charles  W.  Greene  care-taker  and  in  charge 
of  operation  of  the  tractor  and  snow  plow,  Forrest  B. 
Creighton,  Charles  W.  Brown,  Carleton  Edgerly,  Harry 
^Philbrick  and  Fred  Young  were  appointed  assistant  op- 
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erators.  At  the  same  meeting  the  Committee  voted  that 
the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  arrange  for  lumber  and 
materials  to  rebuild  the  end  of  the  horse  shed  into  a 
heated  garage  and  that  an  article  be  inserted  in  the  1927 
March  Town  meeting  warrant,  "to  re-imburse  the  Town 
for  money  expended". 

Lawrence  W.  Wadleigh  and  Porter  Brown  were  se- 
lected to  do  the  carpenter  work,  Henry  Fogg  and  Walter 
Ladd  to  build  the  chimney  and  do  cement  work.  (ThQy 
were  assisted  by  Charles  W.  Brown  in  hauling  gravel, 
etc.).  Cost  of  the  construction  was  $523.68;  expenses 
of  operation  and  maintenance,  $416.16,  making  a  total 
cost  of  $939.84,  which  should  be  raised  by  taxation  to  re- 
imburse the  Treasurer. 

Owing  to  the  extraordinary  success  of  the  Poultry 
thieves,  a  meeting  was  held  October  20th  by  the  Select- 
men and  poultrymen  at  which  time  the  Selectmen  voted 
to  offer  $300.00  reward  for  the  arrest  and  conviction  of 
the  thieves.  They  also  appointed  eight  men  as  spe.ia] 
officers  for  sixty  days  to  assist  the  regular  officers  in 
patrolling  the  Town  at  night.  The  result  of  the  meet- 
ings was  a  consultation  with  the  Attorney  General  by  the 
Representative  of  our  Town  to  the  Legislature  to  draft 
a  bill  that  would  prevent  the  transportation  of  Poultry 
over  the  roads  by  automobile  between  the  hours  of  ten 
o'clock  at  night  and  four  o'clock  in  the  morning.  This 
bill  has  been  acted  favorably  upon  by  the  Committee  of 
Agriculture  and  will  probably  become  a  law. 

At  the  November  meeting  the  Selectmen  voted  to 
send  $100.00  to  the  Portsmouth  Chamber  of  Commerce 
to  assist  in  fighting  the  abandonment  of  the  Eastern  Di- 
vision of  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad.  The  Selectmen 
felt  that  this  was  a  necessary  expenditure  on  account  of 
the  danger  of  the  Hampton  Falls  station  being  closed  and 
the  possibility  of  the  ultimate  abandonment  of  the  East- 
ern division  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  road.      The  several 
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subscriptions  of  the  towns  and  cities  in  Massachusetts 
and  New  Hampshire,  have  raised  a  sum  sufficient  to  allow 
eminent  counsel  to  look  after  our  interests. 

SIDEWALKS 

In  persuance  to  the  vote  of  the  1926  March  town 
meeting:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  to  construct  a  gravel  sidewalk,  starting  at  Aker- 
man's  corner  on  the  Lafayette  road  going  North  towards 
Hampton  line.  The  Selectmen  employed  Albert  Elkins 
to  oversee  the  construction,  and  he  engaged  William  Ross 
of  Hampton  to  locate  abutters'  boundry  lines  and  put  in 
grade  stakes.  1145  feet  of  sidewalk  was  constructed  at 
a  cost  of  $448  dollars  plus,  or  thirty-nine  cents  plus, 
a  foot. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  balance  of  the  appropria- 
tion be  used  for  filling  in  any  holes  that  may  be  caused 
by  frost  or  settling.  The  Selectmen  recommend  that  the 
sidewalk  be  continued  and  there  is  an  article  in  the  Town 
warrant  to  that  effect. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  efficient  services  performed  by  the  Police  De- 
partment should  be  recognized  by  the  citizens  of  the 
town  and  a  sufficient  sum  appropriated  to  defray  ex- 
penses. 

FIRES 

The  fire  at  B.  T.  Janvrin's  home  in  January  was  hap- 
pily held  to  one  room,  but  had  this  blaze  gotten  beyond 
control,  a  very  large  property  loss  might  have  occurred 
which  would  seriously  affect  the  income  of  the  Town. 

On  February  8th  a  most  regrettable  fire  occurred 
which  pratically  destroyed  the  home  of  Mr.  Charles  W. 
Birtwell  and  wife.     The  Selectmen  have  been  informed 
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that  had  water  been  available  at  the  time  of  the  arrival 
of  assistance,  the  main  house  could  have  been  easily 
saved.  As  it  was  the  Hampton  Fire  Department  im- 
mediately responded  to  a  telephone  call  for  assistance  and 
by  efficient  work,  although  greatly  handicapped,  succeed- 
ed in  preventing  a  total  loss  of  the  house  and  protected 
the  surrounding  property. 

It  was  practically  demonstrated  by  Chief  Whiting 
of  the  Hampton  Fire  Department  that  water  could  be 
pumped  from  Dodges'  Pond  up  over  the  hill  to  the  Birt- 
well  homestead  and  supply  enough  water  with  a  suffici- 
ent force  to  do  effective  work. 

The  Selectmen  appreciate  that  if  we  are  to  escape  a 
much  higher  tax  rate  that  the  Town  Meeting  will  have 
to  practice  strict  economy,  but  they  also  believe  that 
property  from  which  the  Town  derives  its  income,  should 
be  protected  in  as  efficient  a  manner  as  circumstances 
will  permit. 

ROADS 

Two  coats  of  No.  6  oil  was  applied  to  the  Exeter 
road  and  it  worked  so  successfully  that  the  Division  En- 
gineer is  recommending  in  the  State  and  Town  appro- 
priation that  two  coats  be  applied  in  1927.  The  Per- 
manent Improvement  money  was  divided  between  the 
South  and  the  middle  districts  which  allowed  the  con- 
tinued graveling  of  the  Great  Hill  road. 

FINANCES 

The  Selectmen  call  the  voters'  attention  to  the  loss 
of  income  for  the  years  1925  and  26.  If  they  will  turn 
to  the  budget,  they  will  note  that  the  Interest  and  Divi- 
dend tax,  licenses,  permits  and  Poll  taxes,  brought  in  a 
very  much  less  revenue  than  in  previous  years ;  this  to- 
of  Portsmouth  for  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad  fight  and 
gether  with  the  $100.00  given  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
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the  sum  spent  for  Tractor  Garage  and  Expenses  caused 
a  large  deficit.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  increase  of  about 
$755.00  received  for  State  Aid  Construction,  the  Town 
would  have  had  to  borrow  money  to  pay  its  bills.  As  our 
account  now  stands,  we  have  a  deficit  of  $1,717.00  added 
to  the  deficit  of  last  year,  giving  a  total  deficit  of  $3,400. 
and  some  odd  dollars.  $950.  should  be  returned  to  the 
Treasury,  it  being  the  amount  of  money  expended  for 
Tractor  Garage  and  Expenses.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  of  Hampton  Falls : 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Hampton  Falls. 

The  same  organization  as  last  year  has  been  contin- 
ued this  year.  The  schools  in  the  North  and  the  Great 
Hill  districts  have  continued  under  the  excellent  instruc- 
tion of  the  same  teachers  as  last  year.  In  June  Miss 
True,  teacher  of  the  East  School,  resigned  and  Miss  Ag- 
nes Avery  was  selected  for  the  position.  We  are  muc'i 
pleased  to  note  that  the  general  satisfaction  with  which 
her  efforts  have  been  received  confirms  the  wisdom  of 
our  choice. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  the  East  School  has  been 
practically  the  same  as  last  year  but  the  number  i\  the 
other  two  schools  has  decreased  until  oh  January  10  there 
were  only  eight  pupils  attending  the  North  school  a -id 
seven  at  the  Great  Hill  school.  The  seven  were  divided 
among  four  grades  and  the  eight  among  six  grades.  Of 
the  ten  classes  or  grades  in  the  two  schools  six  had  but 
one  pupil  each,  three  had  two  members  each  and  one  had 
three  members.  These  pupils  are  practically  receiving 
individual  instruction,  but  in  such  small  classes  there  can 
be  none  of  that  healthy  rivalry  which  may  spur  a  pupil 
on  to  do  his  best. 

Again  such  small  schools  are  very  expensive.  The 
average  cost  of  each  pupil  in  the  schools  of  Hampton 
Falls  for  1925-1926  was  $110.07.  The  average  for  the 
247  districts  in  the  state  was  $66.59.  The  cost  in  North 
Hampton  was  $103.51,  in  Newington  $93.-68,  in  Hamp- 
ton $84.87,  in  Rye  $71.69,  in  Newcastle  $67.09  and  in 
Seabrook  $43.66. 
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Furthermore  the  pupils  at  the  East  School  are  not 
receiving  the  training  which  they  should  because  no 
teacher  however  well  fitted  by  training  and  experience 
for  her  work  can  give  the  pupils  what  they  ought  to  re- 
ceive of  drill,  instruction  and  attention  when  she  has  six 
grades  and  from  21  to  28  pupils. 

What  is  the  solution  of  this  problem?  I  offer  the 
following.  Build  upon  the  East  schoolhouse  an  addition 
of  sufficient  size  for  a  classroom  to  accommodate  from 
ten  to  fifteen  pupils.  Place  in  charge  of  the  East  school 
two  teachers,  one  of  whom  shall  serve  as  a  principal  and 
the  other  as  an  assistant.  The  present  room  would  serve 
as  a  study-room  for  all  of  the  pupils  and  as  a  recitation 
room  for  the  principal,  while  the  assistant  would  hold  her 
classes  in  the  new  recitation.  Each  teacher  would  have 
then  only  three  grades,  or  the  school  could  be  depart- 
mentalized, that  is,  each  teacher  instructing  certain  sub- 
jects in  all  six  grades.  This  would  give  us  a  plant  capa- 
ble of  giving  proper  instruction  to  all  of  the  pupils  in  the 
East  District,  even  allowing  for  a  considerable  increase. 
It  would  also  enable  us  to  close  either  one  or  both  of  the 
other  schools,  as  the  voters  or  school  committee  might  see 
fit,  and  by  transporting  them  to  the  East  school  accomo- 
date them  also  without  undue  crowding.  I  estimate  that 
$2,000  ought  to  cover  the  cost.  I  would,  however,  rec- 
ommend that  a  furnace  be  installed  to  heat  both  rooms. 
The  present  method  of  heating  the  East  schoolroom  is 
not  satisfactory. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  increase  the  efficiency  of 
the  teaching  in  our  schools  by  numerous  classroom  visits 
and  consultations  with  the  teachers,  by  the  giving  of  an 
intelligence  examination,  by  the  issue  of  monthly  bulle- 
tins and  weekly  attendance  bulletins  and  by  encouraging 
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the  teachers  to  read  professional  periodicals  and  study 
professional  books. 

I  thank  you  as  members  of  the  School  Board  and  the 
people  of  Hampton  Falls  in  general  for  the  support  you 
have  given  the  teachers  and  myself  in  our  efforts  for  ln> 
proper  training  of  our  children.
